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SUMMARY 


In  the  1990  calendar  year,  police  reported  that  the  combined 
total  of  Criminal  Code  and  Drug  offenses  in  Ontario  increased  for 
the  fifth  consecutive  year  to  998,892  offenses.  This  followed  a 
period  of  decreases  between  1981  and  1985.  The  number  of  property 
offenses  increased  following  several  years  of  no-growth  and  the 
number  of  violent  offenses  reached  an  all  time  high  of  99,696.  The 
increase  in  violent  offenses  reported  to  police  has  been  especially 
notable  since  the  changes  to  Criminal  Code  assault  legislation  were 
enacted  in  January  1983.  The  number  of  drug  offences  and  Criminal 
Code  traffic  offences  reported  to  police  each  decreased  in  1990. 

In  total,  police  charged  270,352  persons  for  Criminal  Code  and 
Drug  offenses.  Of  these,  224,774  were  aged  18  or  over,  and  45,578 
were  young  persons.  These  translated  to  424,879  charges  received 
in  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division),  and  an  estimated  97,700 
charges  received  in  the  Youth  Courts. 

For  the  first  time  since  1981/82*,  the  number  of  Criminal  Code 
and  Drug  charges  disposed  in  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division) , 
exceeded  the  number  received.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  charges 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  decreased.  However,  the  increase  in 
the  number  disposed  can  be  mainly  attributed  to  the  Askov  decision 
and  a  resultant  increase  in  the  number  of  charges  withdrawn  or 
stayed.  The  percentage  withdrawn  or  stayed  increased  from  36%  to 
42%  of  the  criminal  and  drug  charges  disposed.  The  number  pending 
on  March  31,  1991,  decreased  from  188,858  the  previous  year  to 
158,965.  This  represented  4.4  months  of  work  (case  inventory). 
The  previous  year,  the  number  pending  represented  a  case  inventory 
of  6.1  months  of  work.  As  of  March  31,  1991,  twenty-nine  locations 
had  a  case  inventory  of  4  months  or  more.  This  compares  to  42 
locations  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division) ,  the  data  indicates  a 
decrease  in  1990/91  for  both  committals  added  and  indictments 
disposed.  In  comparison  to  the  previous  year.  However,  over  the 
long  term,  the  data  indicates  that  the  number  of  committals  and 
indictments  disposed  has  not  grown. 

Regarding  non-criminal  matters,  the  number  of  matters  received 
and  disposed  in  the  Provincial  Court  (Family  Division)  increased 
marginally  in  1990/91  but  the  number  disposed  was  less  then  than 
the  number  received.  Hence  the  number  pending  increased  to  over 
25,000.  This  was  almost  twice  as  high  as  the  number  five  years 
ago. 


In  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division) ,  non-criminal  actions 
(excluding  divorce)  disposed,  decreased  for  both  jury  and  non-jury 
matters.  The  number  pending  at  year  end  increased  for  both  jury 
and  non- jury  matters. 
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In  the  Provincial  Court  (Civil  Division) ,  the  number  of  small 
claims  actions  increased  in  comparison  to  1989/90  in  both 

Metropolitan  Toronto  where  the  dollar  limit  for  a  claim  is  $3,000 
and  the  remainder  of  Ontario  where  the  dollar  limit  is  $1,000.  The 
total  number  of  claims  was  124,106,  the  highest  since  1984.

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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  update  for  Ministry 
management  the  latest  available  court  statistics  in  relationship  to 
the  long  term  trends  and  the  data  from  the  other  justice 
ministries.  The  report  displays  trends  at  the  various  court 
levels,  and  provides  an  analysis  of  some  individual  court 
locations.  It  further  explores  the  data  interrelationships  among 
the  justice-related  ministries.  Data  are  presented  both  in  tabular 
and  graphical  format.  Tables  have  been  used  more  extensively  in 
this  report  so  that  exact  numbers  may  be  more  easily  found. 

The  trends  displayed  are  for  the  most  part  five  years,  1986/87 
to  1990/91,  and  the  information  comes  mainly  from  the  Information 
Systems  Unit  of  the  Program  Development  Branch  of  the  Ministry. 
Other  information  comes  from  the  Canadian  Centre  for  Justice 
Statistics,  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Correctional  Services,  and  the 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Treasury  and  Economics.  More  detailed 
information  is  available  on  request  from  Research  and  Evaluation 
Services,  Ontario  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Detailed  Ministry  tables  have  been  published  in  the  Court 
Statistics  Annual  Report  1990/91.  Unfortunately,  some  of  the 
1990/91  data  are  incorrect.  When  some  of  the  court  records  were 
entered  into  the  ICON  system,  the  incorrect  charged  received  date 
was  entered.  As  a  result,  for  some  locations  the  number  of  charges 
received  for  each  charge  category  were  inflated  in  Provincial  Court 
(Criminal  Division)  and  Youth  Court  (Criminal  Division)  .  This 
problem  was  noted  by  a  footnote  in  that  report  for  each  table 
affected.  The  tables  affected  were  5.2  to  5.9  and  7.1. 

In  this  report,  the  analyst  has  tried  to  compensate  for  these 
inconsistencies  in  the  relevant  tables  (Tables  5.2  to  5.9  and  7.1) 
of  the  Court  Statistics  Annual  Report.  The  method  for  doing  this 
is  described  in  Appendix  A.  This  appendix  also  displays  ADJUSTED 
Tables  5.2  to  5.9  for  Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division)  and 
Table  71.  for  Youth  Court  (Criminal  Division) . 

In  this  report,  when  Criminal  Code  and  drug  charges  received 
are  referred  to,  the  adjusted  numbers  as  displayed  in  Appendix  A 
are  used.

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ONTARIO'S  POPULATION  AND  PROJECTED  CHANGES  TO  2000  AND  2010 
Overall  Growth 


Ontario's  population  grew  from  9.1  million  in  1986  to 
9,906,400  in  1991.  This  was  an  average  1.6%  increase  per  year. 
During  the  1990s,  the  growth  rate  is  expected  to  average  1.3%  per 
year  and  reach  almost  11  million  by  the  2001.  The  65  and  over 
category  is  expected  to  lead  this  growth. 


Age  Cohort  Changes 

Population  projections  by  age  cohort  will  characterize  growth 
in  the  older  age  groups.  The  population  aged  12  to  17  is  expected 
to  range  between  780,000  and  880,000.  It  is  expected  to  peak 
around  2006.  The  population  aged  18-29  is  expected  to  decrease 
till  about  2001  and  thereafter  increase  to  almost  reach  1991 
levels.  The  population  aged  30  to  64  is  expected  to  increase 
annually  from  the  present  4.4  million  to  5.7  million  by  2011,  and 
the  population  aged  65  and  over  is  expected  to  grow  to  the  1.1 
million  level  from  1.8  million,  the  category  with  the  largest 
increase. 


Population  Growth  in  the  Districts 

The  Ministry  of  Treasury  and  Economics  updated  their 
population  projections  for  Ontario's  counties  and  districts  in  the 
summer  of  1989.  The  new  population  projections  indicate  that 
previous  estimates  for  Northern  Ontario  were  over  estimated  and 
estimates  fof  the  districts  surrounding  Metropolitan  Toronto  were 
under  estimated.  The  districts  around  Metropolitan  Toronto  are 
expected  to  continue  their  patterns  of  rapid  growth  (Map  1) .  See 
Appendix  E. 


Ethnic  Origin 

In  the  1986  census,  3.9  million  people  in  Ontario  claimed  to 
be  of  exclusive  British  origin,  and  1.04  million  claimed  to  be 
French  or  French  and  British.  The  remaining  4  million  claimed 
partial  or  complete  non-British  or  non-French  origin.  This  latter 
group  represented  45%  of  Ontario's  population  and  they  represented 
over  50%  of  the  population  in  some  districts.  The  group  includes 
people  of  North  American  Aboriginal  origin  (Map  2) .

Overall  Trends  in  Major  Offenses  in  Ontario 

In  1990 ,  the  Actual  number  of  major  offenses  (Criminal  Code 
and  Drug)  reported  to  police  in  Ontario  increased  5.5%  in 
comparison  to  the  previous  year.  The  number  was  998,892  (Graph  2) . 

The  increase  was  in  all  the  major  categories  except  Criminal 
Code  traffic,  which  decreased  from  72,282  to  65,327.  Included  in 
this  are  alcohol  related  driving  offenses  which  also  decreased  from 
39,667  to  36,779.  Violent  offenses  increased  from  92,069  to  almost 
100,000.  The  following  table  displays  a  more  detailed  breakdown  by 
offence  type.

Trend  in  Persons  Charged  bv  Police  for  Criminal  and  Drug  Offenses 

In  1990,  police  in  Ontario  charged  an  estimated  249,000 
persons  aged  16  and  over  for  Criminal  Code  and  Drug  offenses.  This 
was  a  1.9%  increase  from  1989  when  the  number  was  244,300.  The 
following  graph  (Graph  3)  displays  the  growth  in  this  number  since 
1962.  Also  displayed  is  the  trend  line  which  projects  the  number 
charged  to  2011  (See  Appendix  B) .

Adults  and  Young  Persons  Charged  bv  Police 

The  following  graph  (Graph  4)  displays  the  number  of  adults 
and  young  persons  charged  by  police  for  Drug  and  Criminal  Code  non¬ 
traffic  offenses  since  1962.  The  graph  displays  the  effect  of  the 
implementation  of  the  Young  Offenders  Act  in  1985  when  charged 
persons,  aged  16  and  17,  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Act. 
Under  the  old  Juvenile  Delinquents  Act  the  number  of  young  persons 
charged  in  Ontario  was  in  the  20,000  or  less  range.  With  the  full 
implementation  of  the  Young  Offenders  Act  in  1985  (See  Appendix  C)  , 
the  number  of  young  persons  charged  increased  to  the  40,000  range. 
This  number  has  been  increasing  almost  yearly  since  then.  One  can 
also  observe  the  effect  on  the  number  of  adults  charged  (16  and 
over,  then  18  and  over) .  The  number  peaked  around  1981  following 
annual  increases  from  about  the  mid  1960s.  By  1990,  the  number 
reached  183,148,  surpassing  the  1981  level.

The  following  graph  (Graph  5)  displays  trends  in  adults  and 
young  persons  charged  by  police  for  violent  offenses.  Several 
points  can  be  noted  from  this  graph. 

The  number  of  adults  charged  for  violent  offenses  increased 
notably  from  21,641  in  1982  to  25,935  in  1983.  This  was  the 
year  when  the  assault  legislation  was  re-defined  (Appendix  C)  . 
One  of  the  intended  effects  of  the  revised  legislation  was  to 
make  it  easier  for  police  officers  to  arrest  battering 
husbands  where  they  had  not  witnessed  the  assault. 

In  1985,  the  number  of  young  persons  charged  for  violent 
offenses  increased  notably  from  14,160  the  previous  year  to 
29,386.  This  was  the  year  when  16  and  17  year  olds  came  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Young  Offenders  Act.

PERSONS  CHARGED 
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The  number  of  young  persons  charged  for  violent  offenses 
remained  relatively  stable  for  most  of  the  1970s  and  the  first 
half  of  the  1980s.  However,  during  the  same  period,  the 
number  of  adults  charged  generally  increased. 

More  recently,  the  increase  in  adults  charged  for  violent 
offenses  have  been  very  dramatic.  In  fact,  in  1980,  persons 
charged  for  violent  offenses  represented  13.2%  of  the  total 
charged  for  non-traffic  Criminal  Code  and  Drug  offenses.  In 
1990,  the  percentage  was  23%  of  the  persons  charged. 

Persons  Charged  for  Property  Offenses 

The  following  graph  (Graph  6)  displays  the  trend  for  the 
number  of  adults  and  young  persons  charged  for  property  offenses. 
Again  with  this  offence  type  the  effect  of  the  implementation  of 
the  Young  Offenders  Act  can  be  observed.  Of  further  note  is  the 
stability  in  the  number  of  young  persons  charged  until  the 
inclusion  in  1985  of  the  16  and  17  year  olds.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  adults  charged  for  property  offenses  was  quite  dramatic 
from  the  mid  1960s  to  the  early  1980s.  Since  1985,  the  number  of 
adults  charged  has  been  relatively  stable.

The  total  number  of  charged  received  in  Provincial  Court 
(Criminal  Division)  reached  4,376,671  in  1990/91,  an  increase  from 
3,843,808  the  previous  year.  The  increase  occurred  mainly  in 
Metropolitan  Toronto,  where  the  number  of  municipal  by-law  charges 
received  increased  from  725,244  to  1,252,557.  This  was  because  the 
1990/91  total  includes  those  tickets  issued  under  Part  II  of  the 
Provincial  Offenses  Act  for  which  there  was  no  prepaid  fine.  It 
also  included  summary  conviction  tags  issued  prior  to  September  1, 
1989,  but  served  after  that  date. 

The  number  of  charges  disposed  increased  to  4,306,466  from 
3,713,389.  This  occurred  mainly  in  Metropolitan  Toronto,  where  a 
large  backlog  of  municipal  by-law  charged  were  disposed.

Criminal  Code  and  Drug  Charges  Received  and  Disposed 

Between  1984/85  and  1989/90,  the  number  of  Criminal  Code  and 
Drug  charges  disposed  was  less  than  the  number  received.  This 
resulted  in  a  case  disposition  shortfall,  and  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  pending.  In  1990/91,  the  number  disposed 
was  greater  than  the  number  received,  therefore  the  number  pending 
decreased.

1990/91  was  the  first  year  that  the  number  disposed  exceeded 
the  number  received  since  1981/82.  Overall,  the  number  of  Criminal 
Code  and  Drug  charges  disposed  increased  14.6%  in  1990/91.  This 
was  the  fourth  consecutive  increase,  and  in  total  the  number  was 
35.7%  higher  than  1986/87.  However,  a  major  reason  for  the 
increase  in  charges  disposed  was  the  Askov  decision  (see  Appendix 
C)  which  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  withdrawn  or  stayed. 
In  1989/90,  36%  of  the  charges  disposed  were  either  withdrawn  or 
stayed.  In  1990/91,  the  percentage  was  42%  or  approximately 
180,000  charges.  In  the  previous  year,  the  number  withdrawn  was 
134,905.  This  suggests  that  the  increase  in  charges  disposed  is 
due  to  the  number  withdrawn  or  stayed. 
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The  Case  Inventory 

The  Case  inventory  is  the  theoretical  time  it  would  take  to 
dispose  of  the  pending  caseload.  For  example,  if  a  location  could 
dispose  of  1,000  charges  per  year,  and  there  were  500  charges 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  year,  then  the  500  charges  would 
represent  6  months  of  work  or  a  case  inventory  of  6  months. 

In  1984/85,  no  location  had  an  inventory  greater  than  4 
months.  The  number  increased  annually  until  1989/90  when  42 
districts  had  had  charge  inventories  equal  or  greater  than  4 
months.  In  1990/91  the  number  decreased  to  29  districts.  Overall, 
the  inventory  decreased  from  6.1  months  of  charges  on  hand  to  4.4 
months  of  charges  on  hand. 

YOUTH  COURT 

The  number  of  charges  received  in  the  Youth  courts  in  1990/91 
was  97,760.  This  compares  to  a  total  of  86,771  the  previous  year. 
The  number  disposed  increased  from  94,068  to  98,164.  Most  of  this 
increase  was  outside  Metro  Toronto.

Criminal  Actions 


Data  from  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division)  show  that  the 
number  of  indictments  added  to  the  jury  and  non-jury  trial  lists 
decreased  in  1990/91.  In  fact,  the  number  of  indictments  added  for 
both  jury  and  non-jury  criminal  matters  are  less  than  the  1986/87 
figures.  There  appears  to  be  a  no-growth  or  decreasing  trend  for 
both  jury  and  non- jury  matters  in  this  court.  This  occurred  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  charges  received  in  Provincial

Overview 


The  latest  data  available  from  the  Ontario  Ministry  of 
Correctional  Services  are  1989/90.  That  year  the  number  of  adults 
sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment  and  young  persons  (aged  16  and 
17)  sentenced  to  secure  custody  increased  to  46,483  from  45,696  the 
previous  year.  This  was  the  first  year  for  an  increase  since 
1982/83  (Graph  9) .  Within  this,  in  1989/90  sentences  increased  for 
fine  default,  and  other  sentences  in  comparison  to  the  previous 
year.  There  was  a  decrease  in  federal  sentences.

The  number  of  adults  commencing  a  term  of  probation  and  young 
persons  sentenced  to  a  term  of  community  supervision  increased 
modestly  from  the  previous  year.  Graph  11  displays  a  ten  year 
trend  for  these  data. 

Length  of  Sentences 

When  person  sentences  for  1989/90  are  compared  to  those  of 
1985/86,  the  sentences  for  30  days  or  less  decreased,  while  longer 
sentences  increased  marginally.  The  decrease  in  shorter  sentences 
was  due  to  a  decrease  in  fine  default  sentences.  This  was  the 
dominant  factor  in  the  overall  decrease.

The  following  points  highlight  some  of  the  changes  in  sentences 
by  offence  type  between  1985/86  and  1989/90. 

Sentences  to  Imprisonment  and  Secure  Custody,  Persons  Aged  16  and 
Over 


The  total  number  of  sentences  to  imprisonment  and  young  offenders 
sentenced  to  secure  custody  increased  from  45,698  in  1988/89  to 
46,483  in  1989/90.  However,  the  number  was  less  than  the  1985/86 
figure  of  48,834. 

Over  the  five  year  period,  the  number  sentenced  for  violent 
offenses  increased  from  5,067  to  6,357,  a  25%  increase  (Graph 
10)  . 

The  number  sentenced  for  property  offenses  decreased  from  11,669 
to  10,153.  At  the  same  time,  the  number  of  property  offenses 
reported  to  police  increased. 

The  number  sentenced  for  drinking  offenses  decreased  from  8,874 
to  5,073,  a  43%  decrease. 

The  number  sentenced  for  drug  offenses  increased  from  2,162  to 
3,057. 

The  number  sentenced  for  less  serious  federal  and  provincial 
statutes  each  decreased.  The  number  sentenced  for  municipal  by¬ 
law  offenses  increased  in  comparison  to  1988/89,  but  was  less 
than  in  1986/87. 

Sentenced  to  a  Term  of  Probation  and  Community  Supervision,  Persons 
Aged  16  and  Over 

The  total  number  of  adults  sentenced  to  a  term  of  probation 
increased  in  1989/90  in  comparison  to  1988/89  from  28,107  to 
29,070.  The  highest  over  the  five  year  period  was  in  1987/88 
when  the  number  was  30,266. 

The  number  of  probation  sentences  for  violent  offenses  in  1989/90 
was  7,360,  the  highest  of  the  five  year  period.  The  number  was 
52%  higher  than  the  1985/86  figure  of  4,846  (Graph  11). 

-  The  number  of  probation  sentences  for  property  offenses  was 
12,257  in  1989/90,  the  fifth  consecutive  year  for  a  decrease. 

The  number  of  probation  sentences  for  drinking/driving  offenses 
increased  modestly  in  1989/90  to  1,657  from  1,537  the  previous 
year.  The  number  in  1985/86  was  2,243.

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The  number  of  probation  sentences  for  drug  offenses  was  1,290  in 
1989/90.  This  was  up  from  1,115  the  previous  year,  and  was  the 
highest  of  the  five  year  period. 

Sentences  bv  Age 

Imprisonment  Sentences  and  Custody  Orders  by  Age 

In  1989/90,  the  number  of  imprisonment  sentences  decreased  for 
young  offenders  and  persons  in  the  21-25  age  category.  For  both 
of  those  categories,  the  number  was  the  lowest  in  five  years. 

In  contrast  imprisonment  sentences  for  the  26-30,  the  36-40  and 
the  41-50  age  categories  increased  in  1989/90  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  (Graph  12) . 

The  number  decreased  for  the  over  50  age  categories. 

Terms  of  Probation  and  Community  Services 

In  1989/90,  the  number  of  sentences  to  a  term  of  probation  and 
community  supervision  was  29,070.  This  was  an  increase  from 
1988/89  but  was  the  second  lowest  number  in  the  five  year  period. 
The  high  was  in  1987/88,  at  30,266. 

In  1989/90,  the  number  of  terms  of  community  supervision 
decreased  for  young  offenders,  but  increased  for  every  other  age 
category  (Graph  13) . 

The  number  of  terms  of  probation  for  the  16-20  and  21-25  age 
categories  was  marginally  higher  in  1989/90  than  the  previous 
year,  but  the  number  was  the  second  lowest  of  the  five  year 
period. 

For  the  31-35  and  36-40  categories,  the  number  in  1989/90  was  the 
highest  of  the  five  year  period.

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PROVINCIAL  COURT  (FAMILY  DIVISION) 

The  number  of  matters  received  in  the  Provincial  Court  (Family 
Division)  increased  in  1990/91  from  41,584  to  44,435.  At  the  same 
time,  the  number  of  matters  disposed  also  increased.  However,  the 
number  disposed  was  less  than  the  number  received  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year.  Hence,  the  number  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year 
also  increased.  The  number  pending  increased  over  5,000,  from  19,718 
to  25,149.  This  represented  a  case  inventory  of  over  7.5  months. 
The  major  category  which  increased  was  Family  Law  Act.  In  this 
category,  the  number  received  increased  6%  or  1,460  matters. 
However,  the  number  disposed  was  less  than  the  number  received  by 
over  4,000  matters.  As  a  result,  the  number  pending  increased 
accordingly. 
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ONTARIO  COURT  (GENERAL  DIVISION)  -  Civil  Actions 
Filing  of  Actions 

In  1990/91,  the  number  of  new  filings  in  the  Ontario  Court 
(General  Division)  totalled  349,769.  This  compares  to  a  total  of 
313,675  the  previous  year  in  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts. 
Contributing  to  this  increase  were  Statements  of  Claim  which 
increased  from  114,240  to  128,860;  motions  filed  which  increased  from 
57,802  to  85,054;  and  Landlord  and  Tenant  appointments  made  which 
increased  from  29,818  to  33,145. 

Decreases  occurred  with  Divorce  petitions  filed,  applications 
filed,  party  and  party  appointments  made,  and  examinations  for 
discovery  appointments  made.  Motor  vehicle  statements  of  claim 
decreased  from  35,874  to  26,060.

ANNUAL  CASELOAD 
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PROVINCIAL  COURT  (CIVIL  DIVISION) /SMALL  CLAIMS  COURTS 

The  highest  number  of  claims  heard  in  Ontario's  small  claims 
courts  in  the  last  decade  was  in  1982.  For  the  most  part,  the  number 
decreased  annually  until  1987.  The  number  has  been  increasing  since 
then  so  that  in  1990,  the  number  of  cases  totalled  124,106.  This 
recent  increase  occurred  outside  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  where  the 
claims  limit  is  $1,000.  The  numbers  increased  outside  Metro  Toronto 
22%  from  72,800  in  1987  to  89,121  in  1990.  Over  that  period  in 
Toronto,  the  number  of  cases  in  the  0-$l,000  range  decreased  28%  from 
21,900  to  15,734,  and  the  number  in  the  $1 , 000-$3 , 000  range  increased 
12%  from  17,200  to  19,251.  The  total  for  Toronto  decreased  10.5% 
over  the  period  from  39,100  to  34,985.

ADJUSTING  THE  CHARGES  RECEIVED  DATA  TO  REMOVE  THE  EFFECT  OF  DOUBLE 
COUNTING  IN  CERTAIN  AREAS 


In  certain  districts  in  1990/91,  when  the  court  records  were 
entered  onto  the  ICON  computer  system,  the  incorrect  charge  received 
date  was  entered.  The  date  entered  was  the  date  that  the  charge  was 
entered  onto  the  ICON  system  and  not  the  date  the  cour  received  the 
charge.  This  occurred  for  all  Federal,  Provincial  and  Municipal 
charges  outstanding  at  the  time  of  conversion  to  ICON.  It  included 
those  dates  in  Youth  Court.  The  data  published  in  the  1990/91  Court 
Statistics  Annual  Report  reflect  this  problem. 

The  analyst  in  the  Research  and  Evaluation  Services  unit 
attempted  to  adjust  for  this  problem,  and  the  adjusted  tables  for 
Provincial  Court  (Criminal  Division)  and  Youth  Court  (Criminal 
Division)  follow. 


The  following  are  charges  received  data  for  Elgin  County  for 
1989/90  and  1990/91  by  month.  They  are  used  here  to  describe  the 
problem.  The  data  represent  the  monthly  figures  used  to  come  up  with 
the  totals  published  in  the  Court  Statistics  Annual  Report  for 
1990/91.

Notice  that  the  data  for  several  months  in  1990/91  are  notably 
higher  than  the  corresponding  month  for  1989/90.  Elgin  went  onto  the 
ICON  system  in  August  of  1990.  During  the  months  April  to  August  of 
1989/90  and  March  1989/90,  there  were  983  charges  received.  For  the 
same  months  in  the  1990/91  fiscal  year  there  were  1,259  charges 
received,  a  28%  increase.  That  data  was  taken  to  be  accurate.  This 
28%  increase  was  then  applied  to  the  total  for  1989/90  to  come  up 
with  an  adjusted  figure  for  1990/91  of  2,871.  This  appears  in  an 
adjusted  Table  5.3R  which  follows.  A  similar  method  was  used  for  the 
Criminal  Code  and  Drug  charges  received  in  the  following  locations, 
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and  the  adjusted  numbers  are  displayed  in  Tables  5.3R  and  5.4R  which 
follow.

APPENDIX  B 


CRIME  PROJECTIONS 

In  1983,  the  Provincial  Secretariat  for  Justice  and  the  Ministry 
of  Correctional  Services,  simultaneously  conducted  research  to 
project  future  workloads  in  the  justice  system  based  upon  demographic 
variables.  This  was  assigned  to  Demographics  Working  Groups 
established  within  the  government  at  that  time.  The  focus  of  the 
working  group  was  to  examine  the  workloads  in  relationship  to 
specific  age  groups,  to  come  up  with  projections  for  the  future 
workload.  At  the  time,  the  province  had  just  experienced  declining 
school  enrolments. 

At  the  Provincial  Secretariat  for  Justice  an  analysis  was 
conducted  which  related  criminal  and  drug  offenses  to  the  number  of 
persons  aged  15-29  in  Ontario.  The  number  of  15-29  year  olds 
increased  annually  between  1962  and  1980  from  1,274,000  to  2,380,000. 
The  number  peaked  in  1980,  and  modest  decreases  were  expected  during 
the  1980s.  Although  there  were  no  offence  data  for  that  specific  age 
group,  it  was  felt  that  if  a  rate  was  calculated  (i.e.,  total 
offenses  per  person  aged  15-29) ,  this  might  be  a  reliable  predictor, 
when  considered  along  with  a  time  series  variable. 

The  results  of  the  analysis  displayed  a  high  correlation  between 
the  year  and  the  number  of  offenses  per  person  age  15-29.  The 
results  proved  to  be  an  excellent  projection  model  for  the  justice 
system  to  the  present  day.  In  fact,  the  projection  for  1990  differed 
from  the  actual  number  of  criminal  code  and  drug  offenses  by  only 
5,000  in  over  1  million  offenses. 

The  model  predicted  that  THERE  WOULD  BE  INCREASES  AND  DECREASES 
BUT  THAT  CRIME  WOULD  INCREASE  AT  AN  AVERAGE  ANNUAL  RATE  OF  BETWEEN  1 
TO  2%  PER  YEAR. 

At  that  same  time  as  this  model  was  developed,  a  model  was 
developed  at  the  Ministry  of  Correctional  Services  which  analyzed  the 
number  age  specific  persons  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  in 
relationship  to  the  total  population  for  that  age  group.  The 
interesting  thing  about  the  Correctional  Services  model  was  that  the 
growth  rates  it  predicted  were  very  similar  to  the  growth  rates 
projected  in  the  Secretariat  model. 

However,  during  the  early  1980s  rates  for  violent  offenses  began 
to  increase  dramatically  (Graph  2  and  Graph  5) .  In  fact,  the  number 
of  violent  offenses  reported  to  police  increased  annually  from  about 
55,000  in  1983  to  almost  100,000  in  1990.  Further,  during  this 
period  violent  offenses  increased  from  7.3%  of  the 
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criminal  offenses  reported  to  over  10%.  This  growth  was  not 
anticipated.  However,  throughout  this  period,  the  projections  for 
total  criminal  offenses  were  still  accurate. 

CONCLUSIONS 

There  are  probably  many  reasons  for  the  increase  in  violence 
related  charges  appearing  in  the  courts.  Among  them,  are  changes  in 
legislation  and  policy  making  charges  mandatory  for  domestic  assault 
cases.  The  rates  seem  to  be  still  increasing  and  we  do  not  know  when 
this  will  end.  That  is,  this  trend  is  causing  uncertainty  about  the 
ability  of  the  projection  model  to  predict  the  future  workload  in  the 
courts.  This  uncertainty  will  continue  at  least  until  the  number  of 
violent  crimes  levels  off.
